to something other than a huge institution and enable students 
to meet and study with people of parallel interests. of 
course, in the College of Earth and Mineral Sciences we pride 
ourselves on the fact that we have a more collegiate atmos- 
phere. than some other parts of campus....in fact we tend 

to feel that the subjects we study are of such intrinsic 
interest that we cannot understand that everyone doesn't 

share our enthusiasm, The success of our interest house 

was to me a foregone conclusion. Year after year we attract 
a bunch of bright people who manage to have fun while 

laying the foundation of their careers. 


The Irvin House holds a special place in the college; you 
form a link between faculty and students that I would not 
like to see disappear. We need to foster your enthusiasm - 
and willingness to participate in the life of the college 
to an even greater extent, and I urge you to continue to 
make your identity and interests known. The brochure you 
are planning, for example, is an excellent idea and should 
help to make freshmen and others more aware of your exis- 
tence. I wish you all well in your future careers and urge 
you to stay in touch with the college.
